OUR LONDON CABLE. 


AN APPEAL TO AMERICA 


Money Market Perturbed at Further 

Withdrawals — Discount Business 
Difficult—Short Money Floods the 
Market — Explanation of the An- 


omaly.

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Could you 

oblige us by diverting your demands for 

gold upon the Bank of France? That 
powerful institution has within the last 
twelve months added nearly £155,000,000 
to its stock and now holds nearly £915,- 

000,000. Surely it might let £10,000,000 

of this out without raising the discount 

rate in France higher than it is here now, 

Perhaps we cannot help ourselves, but 
certainly the money market is much per- 
turbed at the prospect of further with- 
drawals from the Bank of England. In 
the last ten days it has lost for 
more than £1,000,000, and discount busi- 
ness has in consequence become very 
difficult. Many of our banks have ceased 
to buy bills from the brokers in any 
quantity, even at 4 per cent., and only 
one would yesterday morning help to re- 
lieve the market a little by taking them 
at 3 15-16 per cent. That being so, bro- 
kers generally are asking one-eighth of 1 
per cent. more than the bank rate, and 
on some classes of remitted bills the de- 
even 4% per cent., to 
put the business past them 

The bank rate will hav e to be ad- 
vanced, everybody says, and many ex- 
pected it to go up last week, but it would 
be quite futile for the Bank to take any 
such step, when short money floods the 
market at 2 to 244 per cent. on seven-day 
loans. 

Why should there be this anomaly in 
so marked a degree? Because the fear 
of dearer money always induces the 
holders of free credits to keep them near 
at hand. The banks will lend their 
money for a day or a week at ridiculous 
rates, but they will not invest in a three 
months’ bill at twice the short-loan fig- 
ure, lest they should have the market 
against them within the next week or 
two. This is an invariable rule when 
any market fears a sharp tightening of 
rates, but, as I have before explained, 
our market is just now flooded by cred- 
its in consequence of the enormous de- 
mands of the Government upon the Bank 
of England. 

All the money raised by the two public 
loans and by successive issues of Treas- 
ury bills has been expended, and at pres- 
ent the Treasury, in addition, owes the 
Bank nearly £8,000,000 temporary ad- 
vances. Such a mass of credit created 
and flung upon the market necessarily 
swamps it, and discount would have 
been under 3 per cent. but for the men- 
acing position of exchange in New York 
and on the Continent and the signs of in- 
creasing dearness of money, not only in 
London, but, I may say, all over Eu- 
rope. 

To enable the Bank to render effective 
a 5 per cent. rate, it is first of all neces- 
sary to sweep away the credit omitted 
on the demands of the Government. 
That is to say, the Bank must enter the 
market as a borrower and withdraw, as 
it did early in September, several mill- 
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ions of this credit, so as to force loan 
rates up to from 3% to 4 per cent. 

It had been trying this borrowing these 
last few but only in a feeble and 
ineffectual manner, and until I see it 
vigorously raking in a mass of bankers’ 
money now oppressing the dealers in 
credit, I cannot feel sure that the offi- 
cial discount rate will be raised. An ad- 
vance must come soon, as I have repeat- 
edly insisted, but the Bank must prepare 
the way for it. 

How much gold is going to leave 
That is the puzzle no man can solve. 
We keep hoping that your demands will 
soon be satisfied, but if they were by the 
withdrawal of another £1,000,000 
thereabout, we should have Germany, 
Egypt, and South Africa all coming upon 
us as the end of the year draws near. 

Long ago I told you that we wanted 
£10,000,000 of gold from abroad to help 
us through, and, exeept the small amount 
you sent us in payment for those Ex- 
chequer bonds, we have not received 
£1,500,000. Within the next fortnight 
£1,000,000 is coming from India, but 
from no other quarter are there indica- 
tions of a readiness to part with stocks 
on hand available supplies of new 
gold. No wonder bankers and dis- 
count houses look anxiously around for 
help, and, seeing none of sufficient vol- 
ume, become apprehensive for the fut- 
ure. They are just in that condition of 
nervousness which exaggerates dangers 
and paralyzes vigorous efforts to meet 
and overcome difficulties. 

Everybody expected, even late 
August, that the Witwatersrand mines 
would be getting under way again by 
this time, so that before the end of the 
year a substantial supply of gold would 
once more be arriving. The most san- 
guine now say it will be another six 
months before anything of the kind can 
be looked for.

THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 

MANCHESTER, Oct. 14.—Considerable 
irregularity in business resulted last week 
from the decline in cotton. In some quar- 
ters a fair volume of orders was executed, 
but in others there was little progress. 
Broadly speaking, the difference between 
buyers and sellers is narrow, although the 
first effect of the drop in cotton was, a 
certain hesitation, which will continue un- 
til it can be seen whether this is likely to 
progress or react. 

Transactions in cloth were unevenly dis- 
tributed. Buyers having orders for early 
delivery readily availed themselves of the 
opportunity to book orders with sellers 
anxious to do business, but others fre- 
quently: withdrew offers, awaiting develop- 
ments, There were some transactions for 
Bombay and Calcutta, but the offers were 
frequently below the cost of production 
and were not entertained. Now and then 
large orders for delivery extending into 1901 
were rhentioned, with the result that more 
machinery is resuming normal conditions. 

The China demand was unimportant. 
There was a moderate demand for _ the 
smaller markets, where sellers are willing 
to meet buyers. 

Meanwhile the depression in Lancashire 
is undoubtedly passing away. Last} week 
10,000 looms were idle at Blackburn. Dur- 
ing the present week seven milts will start 
agaly, and the looms remaining idle will 
be under 4,000.

GERMAN MONEY AND TRADE. 

BERLIN, Oct. 14.—Last week the Boerse 
had a severe setback, which wiped out the 
made the week before. There 
were numerous factors exerting unfavor- 
able influences upon speculation. The Chi- 
nese situation was considered unfavorable. 
The rise in New York exchange and the 
unsatisfactory reports of the condition of 
the fron and coal trades depressed values 
generally. 

The money market has grown apprehen- 
sive that German gold will go to New 
York, exchange having reached the point 
at which the demand cannot be satisfied. 
Nevertheless, nothing is known here of ex- 
ports of gold to confirm the reports cabled 
from the United States, although it is ad- 
mitted that New York bankers were mak- 
ing inquiries here during the early part of 
the week. There is high authority for the 
statement that no ‘gold has been taken 
from the Reichsbank for export. 

Private discount rose to 44 on Friday, in 
sympathy with London, but call money re- 
mained abundant at from 3 to 3% per cent. 
While the Reichsbank statement showed a 
more unfavorable movement than in 189, 
the status remains much stronger than 
then. The bank does not contemplate ad- 
vancing the rate. 

Government funds showed ver, little 
change. Three and a halfs improved slight- 
ly and threes remained about stationary. 
The New York loan is at 100 6-10 bid, but 
no sales are reported at that figure. Bank 
stock fell from 2 to 4 points during the 
week. Domestic railways declined heavily 
during the early part of. the week, but re- 
gained somewhat yesterday. 

Northern Pacific Railway shares rose 
sharply tr gy oe more than regaining the 
ground lost earlier in the week. Other 
Americans attracted but little interest. 

Coal shares had the worst week, perhaps, 
of the last six months, Westphalian news- 
papers having asserted that the supplies 
are likely to outrun the demand after next 
April. Many standard coal shares fell more 
than 10 points.

pected to follow im a general way the 
course of the Steck Exchange market, 
and what events in that market will be 
between now and the National elections 
can hardly be predicted, but technically 
the position of the outside market seems 
excellent.
